Great Damage Done to Prop- 
erty---Rain Fell in Torrents 
and It Was Impossible to 
See---People Thrown Into a 
Panic. 


Brownsville, Texas, July 1.—The 
storm which swept the coast adjacent 
to this section yesterday did consider- 
able damage to property in various 
places and several lives are reported 
lost. At Point Isabel, several fishing 
boats were capsized and two Mexican 
fishermen who were on one of them 
are missing and believed to have been 
drowned in the boat’s cabin. The 
round house of the Rio Grande Rail- 
way at Isabel was blown down and 
the depot badly wrecked. Many small 
houses were blown down.

New York, July 1.—One of the most 
drastic upheavals in New York city’s 
police history occurred tcday when 
Mayor McClellan summarily removed 
Commissioner Theodore A. Bingham for 
insubordination after the.latter’s re- 
fusal to comply with certain revolu- 
tionary orders issued by the mayor 
yesterday. 

The mayor's order came.at the con- 
clusion of his investigation into the al- 
teged persecution by the police of 
George B. Duffy, an inconspicuous and 
aimost friendless Brooklyn lad, who, 
it was averred, was repeatedly arrest- 
éd without just cause and whose pho- 
tograph was retained in the rogues’ 
gallery, despite the failtre of the po- 
lice to obtain a conviction against 
him. The mayor stated that at least 
two of General Bingham’'s lieutenants 
were guilty of misconduct in this af- 
fair, and, accordingly, he demanded 
their removal. 

Baker Succceds Bingham. 

With General Bingham’s retirement 
today went several of his closest ad- 
visors and the leading supporters of 
his regime. As the head of the new 
regime, the mayor appointed William 
F. Baker, hitherto a deputy commis- 
sioner, who indicated that a consider- 
able change in the policy of the depart- 
ment was to be expected.

light in the escape of two soldiers. The 
convicts were recently taken to Fort 
Hancock from the federal prison at 
Leavénworth, Kan., to finish their 
terms.

SEISMIIL SHOCKS 


Once More Sicilian City 
Is Devastated. 


Number of Casualties Not Yet 
Known — People in Terror. 
Nature Seems Determined 
to Blot Out Messina and 
Reggio. 


| 


| Messina, July |.—Messina experienced 
two terrific earthquakes at about 7:20 
o'clock this morning, which were ac- 
companied by roaring sounds, and are 
said to have had a stronger and more 
undulatory movement than the earth- 
quake of last December, which de- 
stroyed Messina, Reggio and other 
cities, laid waste many villages in Ca- 
labra and killed 200,00 people. 

Although the shocks today had no 
such terrible consequences, the 25,000 
residents of this city were thrown into 
a state of terror. They ran into the 
streets panic-stricken, and tonight 
hearly the entire population is en- 
camped in the open. 

The broken walle of the old ruins 
| were thrown ‘to the ground and Mes- 
sina was for a few minutes smothered 
in a cloud of dust. The casualties 


were few ,and it is believed, after a 
hasty search of the new ruins, that no 
one was killed. 

A woman and her child were buried 
in a mass of wreckage, but soldiers 
and polfce who set to work with fever- 
ish haste to rescue them. succeeded 
in removing the child alive, and it is 
thought that the woman, too, is alive, 
although she hag not been uncovered. 

The first shock was followed quickly 
by a second, and the people fled pell- 
mell to the American quarter, which 
they seemed to feel was their safest 
Place for refuge. So great was the 
rush to the American huts that the 
authorities were unable to check the 
invasion, and ag a consequence, these 
structures, which were designed for 
the most needy of the populace, were 
taken possession of by the first comers. 
The soldiers, however, soon drew a 
cordon around this quarter anda 
guard was mounted at the bridge lead- 
ing to it. Many of the panic-stricken 
people were driven ‘off, and orders 
were issued that noone be permitted to 
occupy the American quarter pending 
further instructions. 

Reggio suffered almost as severe a 
shock as Messina. .

The Wireless Age. 


(John 8S. Lopez in Van Norden Maga- 


zine.) 

If the next decade brings as many 
victories as the past, a wireless era 
will have been established. It is Ht- 
tle more than a decade since Marconi’s 
achievement astonished the world— 
little more than a year since DeForrest 
demonstrated the practicability of the 
radiophnoe. Other wireless scientists 
had been working along similar lines 
for years without attracting attention. 
The great impulse came with the first 
success. Hosts of experimenters, pro- 
fessional and amatéur, are working at 
the problems. Wireless science is be- 
ing taught in public schools and col- 


leges, and there are now institutions 


which specially fit students for the 
work. 

That electrical power sufficient to 
propel airships or furnish energy for 
any purpose can be transmitted 
through the air has been shown time 
and again by different inventors. Aside 
from driving vehicles and small boats 
by wireless power, inventors have run 
machinery, have cooked, have accom- 
plished everything they could with 
power over wires, though in a smaller 
radius. Soon, they promise, all energy 
will be distributed in this way. No 
longer will smoke stacks of reeking 
ocomotives and automobiles poison 
the air. Vessels will even churn the 
seas, propelled by the invisible force. 
Coal, if used at all, will be transformed 
directly to energy at fields. More im- 
portant, however, will be the natural 
sources such as Nigara Falls, which 


could supply most of America, pro- 


vided the electricity could be trans- 
mitted economically. 

Perhaps the most convincing demon- 
stration of the thory was that first 
made by the Union Pacific railroad 
about a yéar ago. A motor car driven 
by electricity, transmitted wirelessly 
from @ central stattion in the freight 
yards at Omaha, Neb., hauled strings 
of freight cars, day after day, attain- 
ing @ speed of six miles an hour. Its 
inventor also evolved what is known 
as a “selective device,” that enabled 
him to transmit and control the power 
to any desired objective point. On May 
13, Mr, Millener, the expert in question, 
ren 4,000 electric lights from a dis- 
tance of five miles.

State Entomologist Wor- 
sham Discusses Cot- 
ton Crop. 


“Georgia will lose over a quarter 
million dollars in her cotton crop this 
year on account of the ravages of 
the black root, which is @ven greater 
in south Georgia this year than ever 
before.” 

This is the statement made by State 
Entomologist E. L. Worsham in dis- 
cussing the condition of the cotton 
crop in Georgia today. Reperts are 
coming in daily, showing the counties 
which ‘are affected by this cotton 
disease. 

Among those already reporting it 
are Irwin, Sumter, Dooly, Crisp, Tur- 
ner, Worth, Stewart, Taylor, Pulaski, 
Green, Ben Hill and others. 

In an effort to check it, there is 
now pending in the house a bill intro- 
duced by Representative Henderson, of 
Irwin county, asking for a _ special 
appropriation of $10,000 with which 
to raise resistant varieties of cotton, 
which, by experiments, it has. been 
found will withstand this disease. Not 
only is this loss accruing in the 
fleecy staple, but is likewise prevent- 
ing the planters from sé¢curing and 
selling their cotton seed. The increas- 
ing demand for cotton seed meal as a 
cattle food, has created a splendid 
market for cotton seed. The cotton 
oil mills will soon begin their fall 
crushing.

Prempt Payment of Teachers. 


One of the matters of greatest con- 
cern to the future welfare and pros- 
perity of our state is the proper main- 
tenance of our common school system. 
While it is by no means a perfect 
system, we should not lose interest in 
it, but should carefully adopt such 
means-.and plans as may be necessary 
for its betterment. One of the great- 
est drawbacks is our manner in paying 
the teachers. The state is one year 
behind in making these payments, that 
is to say, in the main, the money for 
paying teachers’ salaries for this year 
will not be collected until the latter 
part of December, when the taxes are 
paid Into the treasury. 

The teachers are faithful servants 
of the people and should be paid with 
the same regupdarity as the state pays 
all her other officers. All agree as to 
this proposition. It has been before 
the public for many years, with the 
result that our teachers have received 
promises, but not prompt pay-

In my opinion such laws will 
prove a much more efficient remedy 
to the individual shipper and consignee, 
who can bring suits in their  iocal 
courts, if they prefer, rather than pur- 
sue the present indirect method of 
relief through the railroad commis- 
sion. 


Deuble-Tracking Main Line. 


Reductions in the income of the 
owners of common carriers should only 
be made when necessary to remove un- 
just discrimination, or when the re- 
duction will remove unjust burdens 
from the masses. Statistics, we should 
bear in mind, show that 70-per cent of 
the gross earnings of the carriers go 
directly or ultimately to labor; hence, 
when reductions in gross earnings are 
made, labor is the first loser, and the 
farmer who feeds labor is the second. 

If, therefore, the future policy of 
the state be to abstain from unwar- 
ranted reductions of rates, 1. ee. the 
income of the owners of these carriers, 
it will in a few years be in a position 
legally and fairjy to require the car- 
riers to greatly improve their roadbeds; 
to build larger depots and more com- 
fortable waiting rooms with modern 
conveniences; to increase their side- 
tracks, add more passenger trains and 
like improvements. 

The continuous dread by the owners 
of common carriers that their income 
would be unreasonably reduced, has 
been given, time and again, as the rea- 
son for not improving their tracks and 
depots and amplifying their service. 
This very dread has been voiced as 
the reason why the owners of some of 
our main lines do not lay down double- 
tracks.. They admit that the expand- 
ing commerce of this state and section 
requires double-tracks; but say, that 
to build them they must borrow money, 
and that if they should do so the state 
authorities, ignoring the fact that the 
money to be used for this purpose was 
bcrrowed, would reduce their income. 

Experience would seem to justify 
them in this apprehension. As Geor- 
gia is more interested in having her 
main lines double-tracked, thus adding

On this subject it is pertinent to 
state that the official organ of the 
Farmers’ Union of Georgia advocates, 
and I think with reason, the establish- 
ment of the office of county commis- 
sioner of agriculture, or the establish- 
men of an agricultural department in 
some form in each county. It copies, 
with seeming approval, a law of the 
state of Mississippi establishing such 
a department in the counties of that 
state. From this law I note that the 
county commissioner’ of agriculture 
“shall be a person well versed in sci- 
entific and practical agriculture.” 

The requirement that one of the 
railway commissioners shall be of “ex- 
perience in the railway business” 
should be restored in the law: or ex- 
perience has shown that probably the 
better words would be “experience in 
rate making and other matters of rail- 
way business” thereby increasing the 
efficiency of the commission. 

The sinecures provided in the amend- 
ed railroad commission law are too 
patent to justify discussion, hence I 
submit the subject to you with merely 
these crucial questions: 

Wheat has the railroad ‘commission 
of five members, with a special attor- 
ney and a rate expert done, which a 
railroad commissiofi of three members. 
composed as under the law, could not 
have done, if clothed with the same 
powers now existing? 

If three commissioners (each with 
qualifications formerly required, and 
each clothed with the same powers now 
conferred upon five commissioners) 
could have done during the past two 
years and can do in future the same 
things done and to be done by the five 
commissioners, the attorney for the 
commission and the rate expert, why 
should the taxpayers of Georgia be 
burdened with the unnecessary salar- 
ies now paid to the two surplus com- 
missioners and the two other gentle- 
men associated with them? 


Registration Law. 


I wish to call your attention to the 
serious defects and unnecessary bar- 
riers in the registration law passed 
by your immediate predecessor. As 
pointed out by our able attorney gen- 
eral in his annua) report, no provision 
was madé for registry lists before the 
general election in 1910. This omis-

State Military. 


In the language of our constitution, 
“a well regulated militia being essen- 
tial to the peace and security of thé 
state,” it is the duty and ‘should. be 
the pleasure of the general assembly 
to give proper support and encourageé- 
ment by appropriate legislation to this 
important part of the state goverf- 
ment. 

In this connection I beg to call your 
attention to the various military 
schools in the state. These schools are 
important feeders to the military or- 
ganizations of the state, and should 
be recognized by such appropriate leg- 
islation as will make them a part of 
the system. This may be done by 
authorizing the governor to commis- 
sion the principals or commandants of 
such schoqlis as may comply with the 
necessary requirements. 


Consfederate Soldiers. 


It is a source of congratulation that 
your predecessors, in conformity with 
the’ democratic platform of 1908, en- 
acted legislation whereby we have re- 
turned to annual payment of pensions 
to confederate soldiers. 

It will be necessary for the general 
assembly to enact suitable legislation 
to carry into effect the constitutional 
provision extending pensions to ail 
confederate soldiers and widows of 
confederate soldiers who are not worth 
exceeding $1,500. In providing pen- 
sions for this new class care should 
be taken that no reductions be made 
in the amounts paid pensioners enroll- 
ed under the existing law. Before pass- 
ing upon this question I would suggest 
that your bodies, through appropriate 
committees, take the necessary steps 
to ascertain the probable number who 
will come within the requirements of 
the constitution as amended. Investi- 
gation on this line will enable you to 
make an appropriation that will pre- 
vent the recurrence of delays in pay- 
ments which have heretofore attended 
the addition of new classes to our pen- 
sion rolls.

‘presented to congress, and practically 
the only argument brought against 
the measure was to the effect that 
inheritances were properly subjects 
for state taxation, and that a majority 
of the states now imposed such a tax.

This fund should be sacred- 
ly guarded, and should not be used for 
any other purpose, so long as the ne- 
cessity for such loan fund exists, and 
should it cease to exist, then let the 
fund so raised be applied to the pay- 
ment of the valid bended indebtedness 
of the state. The state could raise this 
money upon a $3 per cent basis. When 
not in use the depositories would pay 
sufficient interest to reduce the cost 
to the state to 2 per cent. The bonds 
so issued might be retired in a few 
years, at the rate of $100,000 per an- 
mum, without the necessity of any in- 
Grease in otirr tax rate. 

Under this method the fund will be 
protected by a constitutional provision, 
and the prompt payment of teachers 
will be absolutely certain. In other 
words, it will place such a loan fund 
beyond the power of division, either 
by the general assembly or the execu- 
tive.

Public Roads and Convicts. 

The convention which nominated the 
present administration of our state 
made also the following pledge: 

“Recognizing that the cardinal prine- 
ciple in the enforcement of our crimi- 
nal laws is the punishment of crime, 
the reformation of the offender and 
the protection of society, we pledge 
ourselves to such changes in our con- 
vict system as will completely elimi- 
nate any traffic in convict labor, and, 
as far as possible, place the state con- 
victs upon public works.” } 

The above pledge, having been ap- 
proved by the people of Georgia, was 
redeemed in great measure by the last 
general assembly. 

The public sentiment for years has 
been crystallizing around the fact that 
good roads are an imperative necessity 
for the proper progress of our state. 
The necessity that two mules should 
do the work which was demanding s\ix; 


possible, violations of the rules of the 
prison commission.

Common Carriers. 


The convention which named the 
present administration of this state 
also made the following declaration ‘of 
principles: 

“We believe in the strict control and 
firm regulation of all public utility 
corporations, and favor prescribing 
such freight and passenger rates as 
will be just to the corporations and to 
the traveling and shipping public, and 
such rules as will give to shippers ex- 
peditious and safe transportation, and 
quick adjustment of al! claims end 
overcharges, damage and demurrage; 
and to passengers regular schedules, 
comfortable coaches, well-lighted and 
(in winter) well-heated waiting rooms, 
with the necessaries for comfort. To 
further secure the accomplishment of 
the above end, we favor the require- 
ment that the common cartiers shall 
maintain their road-beds in safe condi- 
tion, and shall provide such ware- 
houses and other terminal facilities as 
the expanding commerce and our state 
demands.”

It is indispens- 
able that the state retain supervisory 
eontrol of the creatures it brings into 
being. It is true that a corporation is 
an artificial person; but it is a person 
with no greater powers than its cre- 
ators have given it. The purpose of 
government supervision and regula- 
tion of ,utility corporations is not to 
destroy the property of the corpora- 
tion, but to preserve and safeguard 
the rights of the people. The interests 
of the two are inseparable. When you 
injure one you do violence to the 
other. A true healthful prosperity in 
one is a sure sign of prosperity in the 
other. 

The legislation which created the 
railroad commission of Georgia was 
brought about by certain axbitrary 
acts. and. discriminatory rates by the 
railroad managers which highly of- 
fended the minds of the people. There 
was unreasonable delay in settling 
claims for overcharge and damage, in 
furnishing cars for forwarding 
freight, and in /the expeditious hand- 
ling thereof after it was received. 
There were frequently no fires in the 
waiting rooms in cold weather, often 
no lights, and the depots themselves 
were . too. small or inconveniently lo- 
cated’ for. accommodating travelers. 
There were many other abuses which 
required correction, hence the law cre- 
ating the railroad commission was en- 
acted, and from time ‘to time has been 
supplemented by legislation which the 
public needs demanded> 

I regard it as, unfortunate that ralil- 
roads should have become.the bone of 
political contention in thia state. While 
abnormal. increase in traffic of several 
years ago, due to; the rapid growth 
and development of our state and its 
industries at. that time, had much to

There are about 1,650 miles of main 
line in this state. It is estimated that 
the cost of double-tracking would 
average $15,000 per mile. Therefore, 
the total cost for’all the lines would 
approximate $25,000,000. Outside of 
steel] rails, which could be largely, if 
not entirely, supplied from Birming- 
ham, in our sister state, Alabama, the 
money would be mostly spent in Geor- 
gia for labor and for crossties and 
other materials. It is safe to say that 
two-thirds of the $25,000,000 would 
lodge in Georgia. 

It would seem the part of wisdem 
for Georgia to take the lead in the 
movement to secure state-wide doubles 
tracking of the main lines of common 
earriers. If attained, not only would 
the money spent during the few years 
the building progressed quicken the 
commerce of the entire state, resulting 
in greater security of life, etc., but the 
carriers would need many more per- 
manent employees whom the farmers 
must feed and otherwise furnish. 


Municipal Control. 

Another utterance in the platform 
declaration from which’.I have quoted 
should have attention here, viz.: 

“Such public utility corporations as 
are purely tocal in their operation, 
should be left to the control of the 
municipalities ‘in which they are lo- 
cated.”’ 

I unhesitatingly commend the above. 
Local gelf-government is the bed-rock 
of our rights, and the paternalism 
manifested in some portions of our 
present law enlarging the powers of 
the railroad commission should be 
eliminated. 

Railroad Commission. 


I respectfully call your attention to 
the amendment, or addition, to the 
railroad commission law, approved 
August 22, 1907, regulating the issu- 
ance of stocks and bonds by commo) 
carrier corporations. The theory upo® 
which the above amendment was 
founded is, on the surface, quite ten- 
able, put an examination by you will 
show that the result will be the prac- 
tical stay in railroad building in Geor- 
gia save of branch or short lines. 

The platform upon which the pres- 
ent administration of Georgia was 
chosen, contains the following declara- 
tion. 

“We are opposed to unnecessary of- 
fices which levy additional taxes on 
the people; and we ask the legislature 
to scan carefully Georgia's por -ree to 
the end that all sinecures be cut off. 
We especially favor a reduction in the 
membership of the railroad commis- 
sion from five to three, dnd the aboli- 
tien of the office of special attorney 
to the same.”’ i 

It is impossible for me to find any 
ground upon which I can stand to 
argue against the foregoing. We 
should not for an inStant consider the 
establishment or maintenance of “un- 
necessary offices which levy additional 
taxes upon the people.’ we have 
such offices now, they should be cut 
off and the burdens of the people les- 
sened to the extent of such needless 
expense. 

As to the railroad commission, the 
act enlarging its powers, . approved 
August 22, 1907, created four abso- 
lutely “unnecessary offices which levy 
additional taxes upon the people,’ 
namely :

The original law establishing the 
railroad commission provided for thre 
commissioners. Their salaries . wer 
fixed at twenty-five hundred dollars 
each. The act enlarging the powers 
of the railroad. commission retained 
the three commissioners with salaries 
aggregating seven thousand five hun- 
dred dollars, and added twelve thou- 
sand dollars to this pay-roll. 

It will be noted that besides more 
than doubling the salary account. of 
members of the board, there has been 
added a rate expert, whose salary, pay- 
able ‘by the people. has been fixed at 
3,000. 

: Under the long maintained composi- 
tion of the commission, one pf the 
members was required to be “of ex- 
perience ‘In the law” and one “of ex- 
perience in the railway business,” 
whereas, under the amended law, each 
commissioner shall be elected “without 
reference to his. es: in law. or 
railway business.” present board

Mayor Brown said this morning: 

“The uniform and consistent policy 
of the administration will be to send 
each person who violates the city and 
state law prohibiting the sale of in- 
toxicating liquors over to the grand 
jury for action of that body. Of 
course, if the grand jury fails to in- 
dict, that’s tne end of that particula~ 
case. If an indictment is found, then 
the case will be pushed in the crim- 
inal court. 

“The law is plain and prohibits the 
sale of beer as much as it prohibits 
the sale of whisky, and all persons 
who ettempt to violate the law by 
gelling beer under various aliases will 
be prosecuted.”

The recommendation is made that the attorney general be empowered to 
appoint an assistant at a salary of $2,000 per annum, to assist in the rapidly 
increasing duties of the off€ce. If the governor means by this to dispense 
with some of the numerous “special attorneys,” the people will applaud the 
suggestion. It has become the custom, wherever there isa piece of. litigation 
outside mere routine, or whenever there is a matter to be investigated, to ap- 
point one of these “special attorneys.’’ Usually said “special” is a political 
friend of the appointing officer. It has been charged that such special at- 
torneys are appointed for political reasons and in payment of political debts. 
Certainly the fat fees that they receive would more than make up the salary 
of $2,000 per annum, suggested for the assistant attorney general. If this ap- 
pointment and this expense will do away with the “special attorney” evil, by 
all odds, let it be done. 


If the creation of the position of assistant to the attorney general will 
dispense with any occasion for the appointment of “special attorneys,” to 
whom the payment of fees from the state treasury has sometimes been the 
payment of political obligation, there is no doubt whatever that it will result 
in a saving to the state. 

The legislature will do well to investigate this proposal as a step in 
the direction of economy. 

It can easily arrange this by incorporating the proper provisions in the 
amendatory law increasing the attorney general’s office force.

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THE BULLISH COTTON SITUATION. 


“Not in twenty years,” declares President Barrett, of the Farmers’ Union, 
“have the spring or early summer seasons shown so much grass in the cotton 
fields. Protracted rains throughout the cotton belt and the encroaching boll 
weeyil in Texas threaten to cut down the crop to unusually small propor- 
tions.” 

Mr. Barrett’s statements are borne out by the play and range of cotton 
options in New York and New Orleans. While during the past ten days 
the quotations for October were vacillating between 10 and 11 cents, now 
they have crossed the latter mark and are reaching well up toward 12 cents. » 

There is some danger, of course, that the farmers of the south will de- 
velop over-confidence, and suffer as they have in the past. Lessons of loss 
have taught them discretion and prudence in action and marketing, and or- 
ganization and cooperation are gradually playing a determining part in the 
disposition of their product. 

Taking a broad survey of the field, however, and duly discounting the 
uncertainties of the future, it is logical to entertain the hope that the forth- 
coming autumn will witness sustained high prices for the staple. What this 
means to reviving southern industry and prosperity is unnecessary to dis- 
cuss in detailed terms. 

Most optimistic, perhaps, of all current symptoms, is the decided ten- 
dency on part of southern planters to forswear the all-cotton fetich. So 
long as they confined their efforts to cotton and neglected corn and cattle 
and food-stuffs generally; they placed themselves in the anomalous attitude 
of laying each year a heavy mortgage upon their one source of ee 

The growing inclination, testified to from important sources, to abandon 
this system, insures that each future. year cotton will come into the market 
with a smaller proportion of debt upon its face value. | 

It also signifies that vast sums now paid in useless tribute to enrich 
other sections will be kept upon their fructifying mission in home localities.

Justice to the Farmers. 

Editor Constitution: The farmers of 
Georgia are now, and have been for a 
good many years, suffering damage 
from several diseases that have at- 
tacked their crops, viz: “Black root’’ 
in cotton, and “wilt” in a good many 
of the vine crops. There are other 
dftseases, but I mention these because 
they are the most common and de- 
structive. All kinds of fruit are being 
almost entirely destroyed in some sec- 
tions. These diseases are attacking 
the crops from the upper middle belt 
of Georgia to the extreme southern 
limits of the state. Knowing the vast 
amount of damage done to the farm- 
ing interests of the state by . these 
troubles, I sought an interview with 
one of the state’s entymologists, and 
asked him wey they were not pressing 
these investigations against these 
a maladies more vigorously, and he 
ieq to me by saying that the state 
had refuged to furnish them with 
money enough to carry on these inves- 
tigations, and that they were handi- 
capped for this reason only. I

Now if the farmers of Geor- 
ia don’t pav taxes enou to have a 
tow thousand dollars used in their in- 
terest when it is necessary, the legis- 
lature can put a special tax on them 
for this purpose, and they will pay it, 
and not complain.

SEABOARD WILL ISSUE 


$150,000,000 OF BONDS 


Authority Given by Railroad 
Commission for Road to 
Float Securities. 


Authority was granted to the Sea- 
board Air Line Railway Company by 
the state railroad commission yester- 
day to issue $150,000,000 new bonds 
under its plan of reorganization, for 
the purposes set out in its petition. 

These issues are to be known as the 
4 per cent refunding mortgage bonds, 
amounting to $125,000,000@ and the 6 
per cent adjustment mortgage bonds, 
amounting to $25,000,000. 

Of the first issue $75,000,000 will be 
used to take up and retire present out- 
standing bonds of various classes, 
while $50,000,000 will be used to ac- 
guire additional! lines and equipment, 
and for betterments and improve- 
ments. These last are to be issued not 
in excess of $2,750,000 a year. In re- 
gard to this part of the issue the com- 
mission required that the Seaboard 
must secure its future approval upon 
showing made as to intended use of 
the.funds before these bonds can be 
issued and disposed of. 

The 5 per cent adjustment mortgage 
bonds are to be used to take up out- 
standing 5 per cent bonds and interest 
on them to the extent of about §$7,- 
000,000. 

The remainder, $18,000,000 of the ad- 
justment mortgage bonds are to be 
used to pay off receiver's certificates, 
notes, floating debt, expenses of the 
receivership and reorganization, and 
all other outstanding indebtedness. 

The railroad company is required to 
report to the commission within nine- 
ty days as to the issuance and dis- 
position of the bonds permitted to be 
issued under this order. 

The commission also heard a peti- 
tion for permission to issue $100,000 of 
bonds for the construction of the Flint 
River and Northeastern railroad. 


HUFF ESTATE SOLD. 


Kimball House Property, Ma- 
con, Brings $21,500.

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BOND DEAL HISTORY 
VEN BY MTLENDON 


Letter to Former Chair- 
man From Vice Presi- 
dent Central Bank. 


Following publication of Chairmap 
S. G. McLendon’s correspondence with 
Attorney General John GC. Hart, in 
‘which the iatter took the position 
that the Candler reilroad commission 
law did not repeal or affect the ola 
law prohibiting a railroad commis- 
sioner from owning railroad stocks 
er bonds, Chairman McLendon yester- 
day gave out a letter written him by 
Vice President W. H. Patterson, of 
the Central Bank and Trust Corpora- 
tion, detailing the incidents in con- 
nection. with the Athens street. rail- 
road bond deal. 

Chairman McLendon states that he 
and Judge Hines, special attorney for 
the commission, had been under the 
impression that the Candler law 
' created new qualifications for rail- 
road commissioners and dropped the 
old ones. When a doubt on this 
score arose in his mind he immedi- 
ately asked an opinion of Judge Hart 
who rendered an opinion, as stated. 

Following is the letter of Vice Pres- 
ident Patterson to Chairman McLen- 
don, publication of which the latter 


requested: 

“Hon. S. G. McLendon, State Capitol, 
Atlanta, Ga.—Dear Sir: Replying to 
your request for a history of the 
transaction in twenty-five bonds of 
the Athens, Ga., Electric Railway 
Company, I beg to say that on July 
23, 1908, one ofthe officials of the 
Tailway company delivered to us the 
bonds in amount as stated above. 
Several days before this you had 
stated to me that on account of the 
very high character of these bonds 
you had said to the 
that you were satisfied that friends 
of yours in New York worunld take 
them at once, and that they might 
consider them sold. But you further 
said that the party you expected to 
take the bonds, you were informed, 
Was out of the city, and asked me if 
the Central Bank and Trust Corpora- 
tion would pay for these bonds and 
held them a few days, because you did 
not wish the Athens people to be dis- 
appointed. Knowing their value, I 
advised you that the Central Bank and 
Trust Corporation would take these 
Deeecl and hold them, as you sug- 

ested, for a short time, or until the 
purchaser. you had in view had re- 
turned to New York city. You then 
told the Athens people to deliver the 
bonds here and we would pay for 
them, which was done by this bank. 

“In pursuance of this understanding 
anid in order that the transaction 
would be in proper form, after the 
bonds had been delivered and paid for 
by the bank, I suggested to you under 
date of July 238, 1908, that you make 
a. demand note for the amount which- 
the bank had advanced. This you did. 
Within a few days you called on me 
and stated that while at the time the 
note was executed you believed under 
the Candler bill it would not be a 
violation of the law for you to oceupy 
the relation you did. to those bonds, 
that you had requested the attorney 
general for an opinion and that he had 
advised you the Candler bill did not 
change the old laws. You thereupon 
requested me to sell these bonds as 
quickly as possible, because you did 
not want to violate either the letter 
or the spirit of the lew. The party 
in New York who you expected to buy 
these bonds did not return at as early 
a day as you anticipated. The bond 
Market at that particular time was 
very dull, and [ constantly exvdeavered 
to dispose of the bonds as you direct- 
ed, but they were not sold until Oc- 
tober 22, 1908, and were then taken by 
the party who you originally expected 
would buy fhem, the sale to’ him being 
made immediately after his return to 
New York.

House Finally Decides on 
Method of Procedure. 


Resolution by Mr. Hardeman, 
of Jefferson, for Committee 
of Nine From House and 
Five From Senate Passed. 
Bond Deals to Be Aired. 


The house of representatives yes- 
terday afternoon reached an agree- 
ment as to the course of procedure it 
prefers to take in disposing of the 
McLendon case by adopting, by a non- 
partisan vote, the resolution @f Mr. 
Hardeman, of Jefferson, calling for 
the appointment of a joinht committee 
of nine from the house and five from 
the senate to consider the matter. 

As the senate has already passed a 
similar resolution, which was intro- 
@uced by Senator Burwell, of the 
twenty-second, this course will be 
adopted. The senate resolution calls 
for the appointment of five from the 
house and three from the senate. s 

Attention has been called to the 
fact that the senate settled the ques- 
tion of procedure in the McLendon 
case just a week ago—on the day on 
which the message of suspension was 
received from Governor Smith. So far 
as this case is concerned, therefore, 
it has been merely awaiting the action 
of the house. When the house reso- 
lution reaches the senate it is ex- 
pected that prompt disposition wili 
be made of it. 

To Probe Bond Deals. 

An interesting spat occurred as to 
whether or not the recent charges in 
regard to deals in railroad securities 
on the part of Chairman McLendon 
should be referred to the investigating 
committee, or whether, on the other 
hand, their inquiries should be limited 
to the matter set forth in the gov- 
ernor’s message as the reason for his 
action. An amendment to this effect 
was introduced by Mr. Wright, of 
Floyd, and was adopted by a vote of 
125 to 41. 

The only diversion of the day was 
furnished by Mr. Alexander, of De- 
Kalb, and Mr. Alexander, of Fulton. 
The former, in a humorous’ speech,

ON INCOME TAX 


And Also on Corporation 
Tax Amendment. 


Both Questions Will Be Passed 
Upon by Senate Early Next 
Week---The Corporation Tax 
Plan Has Failed to Arouse 
Much Interest. 


Washington, July 1—The_ senate 
“came within one” today of agreeing 
to vote next Tuesday on the entire in- 
come tax amendment to the tariff bill, 
including the corporation tax substi- 
tute. The compact was prevented by 
the objection of Senator Bulkeley, and 
his opposition aroused no little feel- 
ing. 

The proposition took the form of a 
request from Senator Flint, in the 
absence of Senator Aldrich in charge 
of the tariff bill, for unanimous con- 
sent to vote on the Bailey-Cummins 
income tax amendment and all of the 
amendments to the amendment at 12 
o’clock next Tuesday with the under- 
standing that the senate should re- 
main in session until all these ques- 
tions should be disposed of. The 
suggestion created a general flur- 
ry in the senate. There war 
the usual animated gathering in the 
center aisle. A number of senators 
asked to be heard, and the proceeding 
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for a brief time took on the appear- 
ance of a peneral conversation at a 
sewing bee. 

Bulkeley Blocks Agreement. 

One senator after another expressed 
his consent to the proposition until 
for a few moments it looked as if all 
objections would be brushed away and 
all factions satisfied. Just as the 
vice president was stating the agree- 
ment for about the third time, Mr. 
Bulkeley loomed up and proceeded to 


say that he could not agree that the jy 


vote should be taken at the time spec- 
ified. He did not then give his rea- 
son, and he was immediately beset by 
a dozen or more senators in the hope 
of prevailing upon him to desist from 
his opposition. it turned out that 
while he was opposed to the corpora- 
tion tax amendment, this Was not his 
real reason, but that he expected to be 
absent from the city next Tuesday, and 
did not. want the vote recorded while 
he was away, 

It seems that some of Mr. Bulkeley’s 
constituents are very strongly iop- 
posed to the corporation provision and 
sharing in their feeling he desires to 
make as strong a fight as possible 
sharing in their feeling he desires to 
be on hand up to the last moment, 
and in view of the fact that he expects 
to be in Connecticut with the president 
next Tuesday, he found it quite impos- 
sible to give his attention -to the 
amendment on that day.

Research, who. in connection with 
Professor Isaac K. Funk, recently 
came to the conclusion that the spirit 
of man lives after his body is dead. 
Robert Swain Gifford, the artist in 
question, died in 1906 at his summer 
home near New Bedford, Mass. Fred- 
erick L, Thompson, a goldsmith, had 
met Mr, Gifford only twice and knew 
him but slightly. 

Thompson had never indicated any 
ability as an artist until six months 
after the death of Gifford, when he 
did not even know that Gifford had 
died. He was suddenly seized with 
an impulse to paint a picture and go- 
ing to work on it, he was surprised 
with hfs ability. While he was paint- 
ing the voice of Gifford seemed to tell 
him to continue his work he had 
started. 

Thompson continued painting pic- 
tures, always obsessed by the spirit 
of Gifford, and found a ready market 
for them. Many purchasers comment- 
ed on their similarity to Gifford’s 
paintings. Fearing his mind was giv- 
ing away in 1907, Thompson called on 
Professor Hyslop. By“arrangement he 
made several sketches for pictures at 
the instance of what he considered to 
be Gifferd’s spirit. Professor Hyslop 
locked these up in a safe; and then 
Thompson went to New Bedfonm and 
called on Gifford’s widow, where he 
had never been, and whom he had 


never met. 
One of the first things Mrs. Gifford 


showed him was a sketch which Mr. 
Gifford had made a short time before 
his death, and which had been locked

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‘THAT SUMMER FEELING 
STRIKES WALL STREET 


Big Shrinkage in Volume of 
Dealings Owing to the Hot 
Weather Prevailing. 


New York, July 1.—A further shrink- 
age in the volume of dealings on stocks 
today reflected the seasonable dullness 
of the summer hot spell. Prices re- 
ceived very little impetus, and the 
fluctuations were feeble and inconstant. 
Besides the interest centered in the 
money settlements in progress, there 
was a large diversion of attention to
